Adams countians will not be a f­ 
fected by the government s order to 
conserve gasoline—at least for the 
time being—executives of various oil 
companies in the county said this 
morning. 
The oil company heads were in­ 
terrogated as a result of an order 
lasued today by the federal govern- 
•ment 
to 
distributing 
companies, 
gasoline stations and others direct­ 
ing them to keep certain reserves 
on hand for emergencies. The order 
'came as a result of a nation-wide 
strike of 22 unions which is slashing 
down production and distribution 
of gasoline. 
Local oil dealers today said that 
if all supplies were cut oil immedi­ 
ately, the county would have enough 
gasoline on hand to take care of 
normal usage for the next ten days, 
and that if efforts were made to 
conserve 
there 
would 
be 
enough 
gasoline for possibly three weeks. 
Receive S om e Supplier 
At the same time they pointed 
out that supplies to the county have 
not all been cut off, and that ap­ 
parently no matter what happens 
in the labor disputes some supplies 
will continue to come into the coun­ 
ty.

A number of large refineries in the 
Eastern area are operating and will 
continue to operate unaffected by 
the general strike, local distributors

Devastating New Atomic Gun 
Is Described By brank Pace 


NEW YORK (if*!—An atomic gun 
developed by the U.S. Army was 
described last night as an accurate 
and devastating weapon, providing 
field com m anders with trem endous 
“ finger-tip” fire power—and her­ 
alding a new era in the waging of 
war. 
The description of this country's 
first atom ic artillery weapon—a 
gun that can “ hit its target under 
any w eather conditions and give 
ground troops the kind of devasta­ 
ting close support never before 
available in w arfare”—cam e from 
Army Secretary Frank Pace. 
Pace said the new weapon “ is 
essentially an artillery piece—but 
with im m easurably greater power 
than any artillery hitherto known. ” 
Highly Mobile 
Such atom ic weapons, he added, 
eventually will bring “ significant 
changes” in the Arm y’s traditional 
m ission of engaging and destroying 
an enemy. 
Pace spoke before a meeting of 
the National Wool M anufacturers 
Association 
Pace disclosed for the first time 
some of the weapon s specifica­ 
tions: 
It weighs about 75 tons but Is J 
highly mobile. 
It can travel at a speed of about 
SS miles per hour on highways-

FOREIGN AID IS 
CLEARCUT ISSUE 
IN COP RANKS

Republicans had foreign ald aa 
a clearcut issue In their pratflden- 
tial campaign today while Demo­ 
crats wondered anew lf civil right* 
would spilt their party again. 
The top contender* for Republi­ 
can nomination—-Sen. Robert Taft 
of Ohio and Oen. Dwight Eisen­ 
hower—were at sharp edda over 
the amount needed to finance as­ 
sistance abroad. 
Eisenhower,

a cable from 
Paris to Sen. Tom Connally of 
Texas, said a one-billion-dollar cut 
already proposed in Congress would 
hurt. Any deeper alice off tho t7,* 
200,000.000 asked by President Tru­ 
man would endanger tho nation’* 
security, ho said. 
Taft promptly replied that oven 
a clash of two billions would not 
imperil tho program or V. t . se­ 
curity. After telling thla to report­ 
ers, Taft said in a Hartford, Conn., 
speech: “I don’t think the Ameri­ 
can people ought to run the world 
or would be good at It if they 
tried.” 
Connally, chairman of the Ron­ 
d e Foreign Relations Committee, 
had asked Eisenhower'* views. Ro 
released their m eassge exchange 
Thursdav after Sen. Richard Rus­ 
sell of Georgia, who seeks tho Dem ­ 
ocratic nomination aa President, 
cabled Eisenhower. Russell wanted 
to know if the general thought 
$6 200.000,000 approved by Connel­ 
ly's committee would cover tho 
cost of European defenses. 
President Truman told his now* 


conference Thursday he ha* not 
budged In support of the civil 
righto plank adopted four years 
ago by the Democratic Party. The 
resultant Southern revolt then cost 
Truman l f electoral votes in the 
IHS presidential race. 
Key southern lawmakers, in view 
of Truman’s pat atand, disagreed 
as to whether civil rights differ­ 
ences ran be patched up 
Sens 
Burnet Maybank of S. Carolina and 
Walter George of Georgia said they 
expected a compromise and a unit­ 
ed party by general election time. 
Sen. Marry Byrd of Virginia, how­ 
ever, said he see* little difference 
between the 124S and 1952 situa­ 
tions.
